conditions. 


What are the prospects for the fu- 


ture as we are able to forecast them 
from 
the 
present 
world situation? 


With the Shylocks on all aides de- 
manding their pound of flesh to be 
taken trom nearest tiie heart of hu- 
manity, with our impotent, statesmen 
of all degrees fiddling while Home 
burns, and misery, discontent and des- 
peration growing more intense every 
day, is there a ray of hope or a pros- 
pect that the pre-war status of world 
affairs can bo restored and sot to so- 
ing -successfully again? Can the pres- 
est situation endure for any length of 
time without -a catastrophe In world 
affairs? 
Why not as the founder of 


this government did, make the pres- 
ent perils the incentive to attempt 
something permanently better for the 
future? 
The .thirteen colonies were 


in as hopeless condition of impotency 
iMid doubt in every way as tbe world 
is today. They were torn by dissen- 
sions, jealousies ana conflicting inter- 
ests until their troubles 
compelled 


t'hem to call a constitutional conven- 
tion as a nuitter of mutual necessity. 


The convention was far from har- 


monious and resulted in an agreement 
consisting of many compromises, and 
as a whole unsatisfactory to a large 
number at first, but gradually grew in 
favor 'till it was ratified by all. 
The 


flist attempt at. world federation would 
have to be made experimentally and 
g;adually evolved 
to meet the de- 


mands of the numerous and diverse 
world conditions. 


Elemental humanity is about tho 


same everywhere and. is influenced by 
about the same desires and aspira- 
tions. The Declaration of Indepesd- 
ence voices the desires and aspirations 
of humanity today as explicitly as it 
did for th*> thirteen colonies in 177G.
